For  the  first  time  since 
1991-92,  Puma  athletic 
teams  captured  three 
Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  champi¬ 
onships.  This  year  the 
women’s  tennis  team, 
women’s  basketball 
team  and  the  baseball 
team  all  earned  the  top 
spot  in  the  conference. 

The  first  conference 
title  was  won  by  the  14-0 
women’s  tennis  team, 
under  head  coach  John 
Barrientos.  This  was  the 
fourth  title  for  Barrientos 
at  Saint  Joseph’s,  who 
was  also  named  GLVC 
Coach-of-the-Year.  Mary 
Quasney  (senior,  East 
Chicago,  Ind.)  led  the 
Lady  Pumas  as  #1  singles 
and  #1  doubles  player 
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and  was  named  Player- 
of-the-Year  in  the  GLVC. 

The  second  confer¬ 
ence  title  came  in 
womens  basketball  who 
were  19-9  overall  and  14- 
4  in  the  GLVC.  First  year 
head  coach  Lynn  Plett 
was  named  GLVC  Coach- 
of-the-Year.  The  team 
received  a  bid  to  the 
NCAA  Division  II  tourna¬ 
ment.  However,  they  lost 
to  Oakland  University  in 
the  first  round. 

The  final  GLVC  title 
for  Saint  Joseph’s  came 
from  the  baseball  team 
under  the  direction  of 
head  coach  Mike  Moyzis. 
The  Pumas  were  38-16-2, 
a  school  record  for  victo¬ 
ries  in  a  season,  and  were 
ranked  12th  in  the  NCAA 
Division  II  last  regular 
season  poll.  They 
received  an  automatic 
bid  to  the  NCAA  Division 
II  North  Central  regional 
tournament  hosted  by 
Saint  Joseph’s.

finished  in  9th  place  in 
the  3,000  and  10th  in  the 
5,000.

The  Lady  Pumas, 
under  head  coach  Ernest 
Watson,  finished  third  in 
the  GLVC  tournament. 
Sophomore  outfielder

The  26th  annual  Board 
of  Trustees’  Scholarship 
Dinner  was  held  April  28 
at  the  Ambassador  West 
in  Chicago.  More  than 
235  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  College,  attended  the 
gala  semi-formal  event 
that  raised  over  $25,000 
in  scholarship  funds. 

Gilbert  Parent  ‘57, 
Speaker  of  Canada’s 
House  of  Commons,  was 
the  guest  of  honor  and 
was  awarded  an  hon¬ 
orary  doctorate  of  laws 
degree  by  President 
Albert  J.  Shannon,  and 
the  Alumni  Achieve¬ 
ment  Award  by  the 
Alumni  Association 
President  Dick  Vallin 
‘59.  The  award  is  pre¬ 
sented  annually  to  an 
alumnus  who  has 
demonstrated  excellence 
in  a  chosen  career,  active 
participation  in  service 
or  volunteer  organiza¬ 
tions,  and/or  achieve¬ 
ments  that  reflect  great 
credit  upon  the  individ¬ 
ual  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
College. 

“Gib  was  the  perfect 
choice  for  this  distin¬ 
guished  alumni  award,” 
according  to  Shannon. 
“He  is  an  individual  with 
great  tenacity  of  pur¬ 
pose  and  determination 
to  reach  beyond  himself, 
to  a  high  level  of 
achievement  in  his  pro¬ 


fessional  endeavors.” 

He  has  been  active  in 
community  affairs  since 
the  beginning  of  his 
career  as  an  educator 
and  later  as  a  politician. 
Parent  was  first  elected 
to  the  Canadian  House  of 
Commons  in  1974  and 
was  elected  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Commons  in 
January  1994.

Kresge 

Challenge  Grant 
Met 

Through  the  generous 
gifts  of  alumni  and 
friends,  Saint  Joseph’s 
successfully  met  the 
$450,000  challenge  grant 
from  the  Kresge 
Foundation.  The  grant 
will  be  used  toward  the 


construction  of  the 
Reverend  Charles  Banet, 
C.PPS.,  Core  Education 
Center,  the  first  new  aca¬ 
demic  building  on  the 
campus  in  more  than 
eighty  years. 

Payment  of  the  Kresge 
Challenge  Grant 
required  that  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  raise  the 
$1.3  million  needed  to 
complete  the  funding  of 
the  building  within 
twelvemonths.  “Iam 
thrilled  to  say  that  we  did 
it  two  months  ahead  of 
time,”  according  to 
James  M.  Britt,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  institutional 
advancement  and  mar¬ 
keting.  “This  was  possi¬ 
ble  because  of  the  always 
strong  and  loyal  support 
of  our  alumni,  and  gifts 
from  corporations  and

At  a  total  cost  of  $6.5 
million,  the  new  Core 
Education  Center  is  the 
single  largest  financial 
project  ever  undertaken 
by  the  College.  The 
50,000  square  foot,  one- 
and-half  story  building 
will  house  ten  centrally 
located  classrooms, 
forty-four  faculty  offices, 
and  a  400  seat  high-tech 
lecture  hall,  an  80-seat 
mini  lecture  hall,  a  sci¬ 
ence  teaching  lab  and  a 
computer  teaching  lab. 

“This  is  wonderful 
news  to  share,”  exclaims 
Shannon.  “It  marks  the 
beginning  of  our  strate¬ 
gic  efforts  to  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  the  academic 
center  of  excellence  we 
know  we  have  been  for 
more  than  100  years.  The 
future  is  extraordinarily 
bright  for  Saint  Joes.”

Year  of 

Challenges  and 
Changes  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College 

In  its  105th  year,  Saint 
Joseph  s  College  contin¬ 
ues  to  grow  stronger  and 
prosper  among  the  many 
challenges  facing  small, 
liberal  arts  colleges 
across  the  country.  “We 
are  an  institution  that  has 
not  only  stood  the  test  of 
time,  but  we  have 
entered  our  second  cen¬ 
tury  re-invigorated  and 
ready  for  the  challenges 
that  are  ahead,”  says 
President  Albert  J. 
Shannon. 

In  his  second  year  as 
the  College  s  first  lay 
President,  Shannon  is 
proud  of  the  many 
changes  that  have 
occurred  in  his  tenure, 
noting  that  change  is  an 
inevitable  and  integral 
part  of  any  healthy  orga¬ 
nization.  Most  notable  is 
the  near  completion  of 
the  new  $7  million 
Reverend  Charles  Banet, 
C.PRS.,  Core  Education 
Center  that  will  be  the 
centerpiece  structure  at 
the  geographical  heart  of 
the  campus. 

The  50,000  square 
foot,  one-and-half  story 
building  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  October, 
and  will  serve  as  the  cen¬ 
ter  for  the  nationally- 
acclaimed  Core 
Curriculum,  and  academ¬ 
ic  life  on  campus.  As  the 
first  academic  building  to 


be  built  on  the  campus  in 
more  than  eighty  years, 
the  Banet  Core 
Education  Center  will 
contain  ten  centrally 
located  classrooms  — 
each  with  a  television 
and  VCR  mounted  on  the 
wall,  forty-three  faculty 
offices,  a  science  teach¬ 
ing  lab,  a  computer 
teaching  lab  and  80-seat 
mini-lecture  hall.  The 
building  s  focal  point  will 
be  the  400  seat  state-of- 
the-art,  high-tech  lecture 
hall. 

New  facilities  for  base¬ 
ball  and  soccer  were  also 
built  during  the  past  year 
at  a  cost  of  over  $150,000, 
all  financed  through  the 
generosity  of  private 
donors.  The  Joseph  L. 
Minielli  soccer  field,  and 
the  Gil  Hodges  Memorial 
baseball  field  and  Rueth- 
Fitzgibbon  clubhouse 


were  dedicated  in 
September. 

The  College  also  cele¬ 
brated,  with  its  founding 
religious  community,  the 
sesquicentennial  of  the 
arrival  of  the  brothers 
and  fathers  of  the 
Missionaries  of  the 
Precious  Blood  in  the 
United  States.  The 
College  owes  its  heritage 
to  the  missionary  spirit  of 
Rev.  Francis  de  Sales 
Brunner,  who  first  led  a 
band  of  missionaries 
from  Switzerland  to  the 
United  States.  While 
finding  their  first  home  in 
Ohio,  the  missionaries 
migrated  north  and  west 
—  eventually  to  Jasper 
county  more  than  one 
hundred  years  ago. 

New  faces  dotted  the 
Saint  Joseph  s  College 
campus  within  the  last 
year  as  well.  President 


Shannon  welcomed 
David  F.  Sokol  as  the  new 
Vice  President  for 
Business  Affairs  and 
James  M.  Britt  as  the  new 
Vice  President  for 
Institutional 
Advancement  and 
Marketing.  Sokol  came 
to  Saint  Joseph  s  from 
Lees-McRae  College, 
where  he  held  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Associate  Vice 
President  for  Finance 
and  Business  Affairs.  He 
has  over  twenty-two 
years  of  senior  level 
financial  and  managerial 
experience  in  higher  edu¬ 
cation.  Britt  previously 
served  as  Vice  President 
for  Institutional 
Advancement  and 
Marketing  at  Saint 
Xavier  University,  where 
he  was  responsible  for

successful  completion  of 
their  largest  capital  cam¬ 
paign,  and  record  levels 
of  annual  giving. 

New  faculty  members 
added  this  year  include, 
Jennifer  Dugan  Abbassi, 
‘assistant  professor  of 
political  science, 

Maureen  Montgomery, 
assistant  professor  of 
communication  and  the¬ 
atre  arts,  and  Cindy 
Snyder,  assistant  profes¬ 
sor  of  psychology  and 
sociology. 

In  the  athletic  depart¬ 
ment,  Lynn  Plett  was 
named  the  new  Puma 
athletic  director  and 
womens  basketball 
coach.  Plett  came  to 
Saint  Joseph’s  from 
Huntington  College 
where  he  served  as  head 
mens  basketball  coach 
and  assistant  athletic 
director.  Three  assistant 
football  coaches, 

Brendan  Flaherty,  Tom 
Riva,  and  Brian  Coon,  are 
new  faces  on  campus  as 
well.

Many  building  and 
campus  improvements 
were  made  this  year  in 
the  constant  effort  to 
stay  competitive  in  the 
college-choice  market. 
Foremost  was  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  phone  and  data 


lines  in  all  resident  rooms 
providing  personalized 
voice-mail  and  access  to 
the  campus-wide  com¬ 
puter  network  and  the 
Internet.  Interior  work 
ranging  from  painting 
and  regrouting  to  electri¬ 
cal  work,  was  done  in  vir¬ 
tually  every  residence 
hall  and  building  on  cam¬ 
pus.  The  340-acre  cam¬ 
pus  has  also  undergone 
extensive  landscaping 
and  beautification  pro¬ 
jects  that  highlight  the 
attractive  buildings. 

This  year  also  marked 
record  donations  from 
individuals  and  corpora¬ 
tions  for  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  The  College  suc¬ 
cessfully  completed  a 
$450,000  challenge  grant 
from  the  Kresge 
Foundation  by  raising 
$1.3  million  two  months 
ahead  of  time,  and  the 
annual  fund  giving  for 
1994-1995  has  exceeded 
its  goal. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
was  the  recipient  of  a 
$10,000  grant  by  the 
Ameritech  Foundation  in 
recognition  of  its  innova¬ 
tive  Career  and  Job 
Planning  course,  and  a 
$10,000  grant  from  the 
Frank  J.  Lewis 
Foundation  to  purchase 
computer  equipment  for 
the  admissions  and  ath¬ 
letic  departments.  The 
Indiana-based  Lilly 
Endowment,  Inc.  award¬ 
ed  a  $49,476  faculty 
development  grant. 

The  “business”  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  is  of 
course,  the  education  of 


students.  With  nearly 
1,000  students  from 
throughout  the  country 
and  abroad,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  contin¬ 
ues  to  offer  an  education¬ 
al  experience  of  national 
acclaim.  The  Core 
Curriculum  marked  its 
25th  anniversary  as  an 
integrated  liberal  arts 
curriculum  that  was  the 
first  of  its  kind  and  has 
served  as  a  model  for 
similar  programs  across 
the  country. 

Along  with  the  Core 
Curriculum,  Saint 
Joseph’s  offers  approxi¬ 
mately  forty  majors  and 
boasts  a  full-time  faculty 
of  64, 75%  of  whom  hold 
doctoral  degrees.  This 
year’s  graduating  class 
was  the  one-hundredth 
class  to  graduate  from 
Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

The  future  holds  con¬ 
tinued  challenges  for 
Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

As  the  institution  looks  at 
a  tight  budget  for  the 
coming  year,  it  maintains 
its  commitment  to  excel¬ 
lence  and  its  promise  to 
continue  to  serve  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  choose  to 
make  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  their  home.
